THE MAYBRICK CASE. 


VIOLENT FEELING AROUSED BY THE VER- 
DICT AND SENTENCE 


4 Strong and Popular Movement to Save the 
\Doomed Woman From the Gallows— 
Emperor William Pleased With His Re- 
ception in England—The Czar’s Visit to 
Berlin—The Troubles in Crete, 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 9.—It is almost useless to 
attemptto describe by cable the immense 
amount of popular excitement on the subject 
of the cruel sentence which condemns an 
American girl to forfeit her life on the scaf- 
fold. There is no case on record in which 
the verdict and sentence have aroused more 
vehement and violent feeling. A great out- 
burst of popular sympathy for Mrs. Maybrick 
bas taken place which last night assumed the 
form of a petition for clemency to the Queen 


from the lawyers, doctors, and by plans of |. 


public meetings in Hyde Park to protest 
against her sentence being carried out. 
Immediately after the verdict was 


made public, W sdnesday night an impromptu 
mass meeting was held on the steps of the 
building where the trial was held, the speak- 
ers expressing in the most unrestricted terms 
their dissent from the verdict. One speaker 
observed that whereas there had only been a 
jury of twelve inside the hall there was a jury 
of 12,000 outside, who had read every word of 
the evidence and were unanimous thatthe 
case was not proven. Among the prominent 
lawyers enrolled against the verdict is Sir 
Henry James, Q. P. and M. F., who is repre- 
sented as saying that he would spare 
no effort to get it set aside. Members 
of Parliament are discussing it and a 
movement has been started in the lobby to 
get acommutation of the sentence. There is 
avery strong feeling atthe bar and, it is be- 
lieved, also among the medical profession on 
the subject of the medical testimony produced, 
and in view of its conflicting nature it is con- 
sidered that it would be an exceedingly wrong 
thing to carry out the sentence. 
THE MEDICAL PROFESSION 

unite in the protest of the bar, chiefly because 
the Judge, Sir James Fitzjames Stephen, in 
summing up took particular pains to snub 
them and to sneer at them. He said that the 
medical men of the one side were certain 
that they had detected signs of arsenical 
poisoning, while the medical men of the other 
were equally certain that they detected an 
absence of any such signs. The Judge dwelt 
on this and quoted the old saying about the 
doctor being a man who pats drugs about of 
which he knows little and everybody else know 
less. In addition to this there are thousands 
of people whe protest dgainst the sentence 
simply because they are opposed to capital 
punishment in general, and all the, old 
arguinents against hanging anybody, 
and particularily a woman, are re- 
peated afresh. The majority of news- 
papers thoughout, the length and 


breadth of England are dead against the ver- 
dict. So far as the London papers are con- 
cerned, the Times mildly disapproves, the Teil- 
egraph and the Dauy News stayed carefully on 
the fence, while the Chronicle and the Standard 
both express their approval. Ali the evening 
papers condemn the verdict of the jury as 
unfair. 
THE SOLE COURT OF APPEAL. 

The question is now as to how far will all 
this public 3 affect the Home Secre- 
tary. It is he who isthe sole court of appeal 
now, and he has the convicted woman’s life 
in his hands. Previous experience here has 
been that appeaisto the Home Secretary in 
cases of this kind are futile. Secretary 
Matthews is a particularly hard man to deal 
with. He is a rigid disciplinarian, and 
as hisaction in connection with the wave of 
popular indignation caused by the White- 
chapel murder shows, is a man who pays but 
little attention to what the public says or 
thinks so far as it affects his individual judg- 
ment of the discharge of his duty. Ifa popu- 
lar movementfor commutation fails and the 
death sentence is carried out the time for 
hanging rests solely with the Sheriff. It may 
be very soon. The law simply requires that 
three successive Sundays must intervene be- 
tween the sentence of death and the execa- 
tion date. 

Mrs. Maybrick was completely prostrated 
after the terrible strain of the trial and was 
unable to see anybody but her mother and 
her counsel. To hermother Mrs. Maybrick 
said that but forthe Judge’s severe comments 
and lengtby allusion to the wicked immorality 
of which she bad been guilty, and which she 
freely admits, the jury certainly would have 
acquitted her. She saysthat shecould see 
througtout that the Judge discounted all 
evidence that had been adduced for her, and 
from his lordship’s summing up, it would al- 
most appearasif the jury had no course left 
but to openly acquither. When the court ad- 
journed to luncheon, before the Judge con- 
cluded his address, she was assured that the 
je were all in ber favor. She confidently 

elieyed that this was so. She continues to 

rotest her innocence, and declares that but

BRIERLEY 
and the prejudice occasioned against her in 
consequence of her infidelity to her husband 
and the Judge’s strong references to this infi- 
delity, the jury would never have found her 
guilty on the flimey though, no doubt, sus-

rs. Maybrick added tust she had an inward 
conviction that she would not be hanged, for 
many who would remain friendly to her are 
making every effort to obtain a reprieve. It 
had, she considered, been conclusively proved 
by medical evidence of the most weighty 
description that her husband had not died 
from arsenical poisoning. She felt that if the 
medical evidence alone was placed 
before the Home Office authorities they 
would never indorse the 
the jury—a sentence which, despite her terror 
and anguish at the time, she knew was not in 
accord with the feeling ofthe general public. 
Not a single member of the jury was a Liver- 
1 man. The foreman belonged to St. 
elens, and all the other jurors were drawn 
in from the different parts of the county. No 
one had held any communication with them 
except the waiter who served them with their 
meals, and his conversation was entirely on 
business matters. Mrs. Maybrick’s two chil- 
dren have, since the commencement of the 
rosecution, been staying with friends of tne 
in the neighborhood of Aigbarth. They 
have n left in complete ignorance of the 
charge against their mother, and have not 
even been told the cause of her absence, 
though they knew their father was dead.

A LANDMARK WHICH WILL PROBABLY 
DISAPPEAR VERY SOON.

The Froperty at Broadway and Biddle 
Street, Valued at $40,000, Put on the 
Market— More About the Building at 
Ninth Street and Washington Avenue— 
Real Estate News and Notes. 


The announcement in last evening’s Post- 
DISPATCH that the McLure property on Wash- 
ington avenue to be used in conjunction with 
the 49x75 foot premises at the southeast cor- 
ner of Ninth had been secured for an immense 
hotel and theater site was received with great 
satisfaction all through real estate circles and 
among the business houses on the avenue 
also. This enterprise has been under way 
now more than a year. It originated with 
Freeman Barnum and Maj. Wilbur F. Brinek, 
whose first impulse was zo build a hotel. With 
that object in view they secured by purchase 
a ninety-nine year lease of the corner and in- 
terested other parties with them to carry out 
the plan. J. B. Legg & Co. perfected a de- 
sign for the builaing, eight or ten stories high, 
fire-proot throughout. 

After this had been done it became apparent 
that the ground area was not large enough to 
induce the investment of the necessary 
amount of money to complete the proposed 
structure, and when that feature was devel- 
oped active work, financiering and otherwise, 
was suspended for a time. Maj. Brick, 
though, is a man of indomitable persever- 
ance. He was never known to abandon a real 
estate project until he carried it out to 

A SUCCESSFUL ISSUE. 

His record being at stake in this matter he 
immediately set about buying additional 
ground from Charles McLure, who owns the 
vacant property fronting 81 teet next to the 
corner place, and extending east along the 
south line of the avenue to the Lionberger 
building, with a depth of 150 feet through to 
St. Charles, and extending around in the form 
of the capital letter L, with a frontage ot 75 
feet on the east side of Ninth. 

The first attempt was to buy a portion of 
this ground. Overtures for that purpose were 
made to Charles H. Bailey, Mr. McLure’s 
agent,and they were continued unsuccessfully 
for a long time until it appeared that no con- 
clusion ever would be reached. Such was the 
status of affairs when the morning papers 
published glowing accounts of arrangements 
having been made with a Chicago theater 
man who bad agreed to put money into the 
scheme, and by which financlal assistance the 
ground had been obtained for the constric- 
tion ofa grand building upon the entire site, 
130x150 feet. That error was corrected by the

The newest thing I bave seen is the propo- 
sition of State Senator Allgood of Georgia, who 
introduced in the Senate of that State yester- 
day a bill to make it a misdemeanor for any per- 
son to get drunk except on his own premises.

the bar-rooms are closed every man will 
become his Own barzeeper and set up 
a bar-room at home. am Jones says 
that nearly all the bar-rooms in 
Georgia have been closed, so I presume 
Senator Allgood is sta ee the interests 
of the home bars.’ e bill is certainly 
novel. It provides that if any man gete drunk 
except on his own premises he shail be fined 
$10 and imprisoned ten days, if he does it 
again the fine must be $20 and twenty days’ im- 
prisoninent, and the fine thereafter for each 
offense is cumulative. A temperance com- 
mittee bas the bill, Should it comea law 
Dr. Snyder's ‘every-man-his-own-barkeep- 
er’ idea will have a fine field for develop- 
ment.

Austro-Hungarian monarchy 75 per cent of an 
average crop. The official report for 1888 reads 
as follows: Austria proper,60,000,000 bu; Hun- 
gar , 140,000,000 bu; Austro-Hungary, 200, 000, 
0 bu, a decrease of 60,000,000 bu this year 
from last year’s report. The estimated home 
consumption in Austria-Hungary is 155,000,000 
bu, while the approximated yield in 1880 is 
from 140,000,000 to 150,000,000 bu, henes 
there will be little or no export of 
wheat from the Austro-Hungarian monarchy. 
Last year’s wheat, in elevators and in farm- 
ers’ hands, is estimated at about 25,000,000 
bushels. Germany, which used to eu ply 
Austria with her inferior grade of whea 
home consumption, while the latter country 
exported her own beautiful wheat, has pro- 
hibited export to Austria, so that she muss 
now necessarily consume her own product, 
which will leave, according to my caloula- 
tions, very little, lu fact nothing, for 
export.

The success or failure of the Yuma seems 
now to have ze tled down to a question of 
water.

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MISSOURI TIMBER LANDS: 
REMARKABLE DEVELOPMENT OF THIS IN 
DUSTRY IN THE SOUTHERN COUNTIES. 


Changes That Have Taken Piace During 
the Last Three Years—Former Neglect 
of Woodlands — Peculiarities of the 
Swamp Region of Arkansas—Superiority 
ot Missouri! Lumber—The Second Growth.

ATELY the movement 
of lumbermen from 
the Northwest to the 
Ozarks in this State, 
and to the White 
River district of Ar- 
kansas, which set in 
last year, has become 
an assured success, 
and especially have 
those who bought 
timber lands in Mis- 
sourl reason to be 
well satisfied with 
their bargain,’’ said 
— — Albert Hughes, a lum- 
ber dealer of Milwaukee, who holds several 
hundred acres in Southeastern and Southern 
Missouri, and who is also interested in several 
gsawmilis in Arkansas, who pussed through 
the city this morning on his way to Rolla. 
A WONDERFUL DEVELOPMENT. 
„Three years ago, when I first visited this 
State, the timber was of little orno value, 
and landowners generally regarded it as an 
incumbrance. As an instance of the slight 
regard in which it was held, I may quote one 
contract I made. I obtained 150 acres from a 
farmer, rent free, for two years, on 
condition that I would clear it of trees 
and pull up the stumps. The man who 
made the bargain with me thought that 
he was doing admirably, as he was 
saved the cost and labor of chopping a farm 
out of the woodland. There were a few cotton- 
woods of no value growing along the banks of 
the streams, but with this exception the wood 
was of excellent quality, being principally 
maple with a few black oaks. The owner 
seemed absolutely blind to its value as timber, 
and regarded it as merely an incumbrance. 
This feeling was shared by nearly everyone 
holding woodiands, and if I had been as sharp 
as I ought to have been, a fortune would have 
resulted. 
FARMERS AND WOODLANDS. 
„By the way, I may call attention to a re- 
markable feature in the settlement of Illinois 
and Missouri, especially of Lllinois. The set- 


tlers seemed to have an inexplicable prefer- 
ence for the forest sections and would go to 
work with infinite industry to chop out a 
farm, utterly neglecting the rich prairie lands 
lying just at hand and only requiring a plow 
to be run over them to be ready for seeding. 
But year after year the ax was swung, teams 
were at work pulling up stumps, and wood 
was burned by the hundreds of cords 
out of the way. 
settlers were fairly 
driven tothe open country, that the prairie 
land was cultivated. I was astonished to find 
marked traces of the same old feeling in 
Southwest Missouri. The inhabitants cling 
with singular obstinacy to the woodland near 
the swamps, refusing to occupy better ground 
near at hand. Two reasons were given for 
this. In the first place, it was claimed that 
firewood cost nothing, and was always obtaln- 
able in any desired amount. In the second 
place, the ease with which hogs could be 
raised was given as a reason for stay- 
ing. The . pigs run around in the 
woods, feeding on acorns, and can be raised 
with little or noexpense. The fact that the 
labor expended on one of these woodiand 
farms would pay for fodder and firewood 
twenty times over secms never to have oc- 
curred to a certain class of farmers. Ido not 
mean to be understood as saying that this con- 
dition of affairs prevails to any extent, for it 
has almost entirely disappeared. The re- 
markable factisthat a trace of it remains 
among a population so intelligent as 
that of Southern Missouri. n the 
swamp district of Arkansas, lyin 
south and southwest of New Madrid, the land- 
owners can scarcely be induced to sell their 
property at any price,for the reason that they 
can imagine no happy state of existence in 
which they are debarred from letting their 
razor-backed hogs range through the woods 
and from hunting five days in the week. I was 
at one smalltown for a couple of days and 
presented atwenty-dollar note in payment of 
my bill. The whole community was cun- 
vassed and not enough money to make change 
could be gathered together, and more 
than one old man examined the note 
with awestricken curiosity, such an amount 
of money represented by a singie bill being in 
their eyes little less than a ftinancial phenom 
enon. Such a state of affairs could never pre- 
vail in Missouri. 
EXCELLENCE OF MISSOUI LUMBER. 

In the southern section of this State saw 
mills are going up in every direction, and 
this year’s timber output will far exceed that 
of any threejprevious seasons. Therwood is 
splendid, being far better than the same 
verieties grown in more northern 
latitudes. The trees are straight, as 
the flerce Michigan and Wisconsin 
winds which give all the branching timbers a 
strong list toward. the southeast are not felt, 
and the plants come out straight as a die and 
of unusual length. There is also a freedom 
from imperfections in the grain and from 
knots which is remarkable, and can be du- 
plicated in no other State with which Iam ac- 
quainted. Alreadyin certain lines of the fur- 
niture and building trade a sharp demand for 
Missouri lumber has arisen, and this is 
certain to largely increase as the excellence of 
the material becomes better recognized. 

THE SECOND GROWTH. 

„One of the most encouraging features 
about Missouri timber lands is the character 
of the second growth. In Wisconsin and 
Michigan this is a matter of great uncertainty, 
andthe second growth is universally far in- 
ferior to the first. Avery peculiar feature 
presents itself in the Northwest. Over thou- 
sands of acres of the pine forests are suc- 
ceeded by small poplars and burr oak, 
neither of any vulue worth estimating. 
A well devised system of forest culture might 
remedy this, but under the present conditions 
the northwestern pineries will never recruit 
themselves. in Missouri, on the other hand, 
oak and maple are succeeded by trees of the 
same kind, and thus we can restock our lands 
as fast as the trees can grow. The timber in- 
terest has come to Missouri to stay, and will 
steadily increase in value and extent.

_WIFE MURDERER ANDERSON, 


The Postponement of the Execution Has No 
Visible Effect on Him. 


William Anderson did not hang this morn- 
ing, Twelve hours before the time set for his 
execution Gov. Francis granted him a re- 
prieve until September 13. This action was 
wholly unexpected at the Four Courts and 
came as a surprise to all concerned. The 
prisoner, his attorney, and his few friends 
had given up all hope and Anderson was pre- 
pared to die

Thomas B. Estep he bas been given a respite 
of five short weeks. The news was received 
about 5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
came in the shape of = telegram from Sweet 
Springs, Mo., at which point Gov. Francis is 
spending ashort vacation. The message was 
as follows: 

J. H. Pohiman, Sherif: 

Have granted respite to Anderson until Sep- 
tember 13. Papers will be sent down as s00n 
as possible, Acknowledge receipt of telegram 
by wire. „R. FRANCIS. 


Sheriff Pohiman was pitting Ww Anderson 
and his guards in front of the cell when the 
message came. It was handed to him through 
the bars by a Western Union re 0 
read the few words and then left the jail to 
ascertain whether or not it was genuine be- 
fore he broke the good news to the con- 
demned. Vice-President Overall of the Police 
Board had received a similar telegram, one 
corroborative of the other. Sheriff Fohlman 
thus assured returned to Anderson's cell 
and informed him of the Governor’s action. 
The prisoner took the news with his accus- 
tomed coolness. Not a muscle of is 
features moved, and for several sec- 
onds no words escaped his lips. Then he 
smiled in a strange way and said: 

It itis God's will that Jam not to die to- 
morrow, all right. Nobody can change the 
will of God, and the Governor only served as 
an instrument in his hands. 

He accepted the congratulations of his 
guards without emotion and puffed at his cob 
pipe with his accustomed energy. At 6 
o’clock the death watch was withdrawn and 
Jailer Callahan was once more in charge of 
the prisoner. He at once piaced a jail guard 
over Anderson. This action he explained 
this morning when he said: 

The respite was granted on the question of 
insanity. It would not be safe to allow an in- 
sane man the liberty ofthe corridor. If he is 
insane he is not responsible for his actions. 
—— shall guard him until further action is 

en. 

The one man who was the most pleased by 
Gov. Francis’ action is Attorney Thomas B. 
Estep. When everybody else had given up 
hope and ceased their efforts in the con- 
demned man’s behalf, Estep labored on. Yes- 
terday he made a last desperate effort with the 
result above stated. The papers sent on to 
Gov. Francis are quite lengthy and ponderous 
and it was to more thoroughly examine them 
that the respite was granted. The official 
papers from the Governor ordering the respite 
arrived to-day, Private Secretary Fanning 
bringing them to the Sheriff’s office in per- 
son.

They wanted to 
know whathe meant by the attachment and 
whether he intended to take advantage of the 
other creditors, which scarcely seemed just 
the 3 thing for a stockholder in the mills 
to do. r. Juilliard answered that his attach- 
ment was ‘‘sound, legal, incontrovertible, 
and would stand and be sustained by some of 
the best lawyers in the country; but that noth- 
ing was further from his mind than an inten- 
tion to take advantage of anybody. His step 
was taken to get into possession and into a 
position where fair terms could be made with 
all the creditors. He would be willing to put 
his own firm on the basis of all the other bona- 
fide creditors and let it fare neither better nor 
worse than the rest.’’

MAKES HIS FRIENDS SMILE, 


The Story That Chauncey M. Depew Is Going 
Into Politics.

NEW Tonk, August 8.—The tale about 
Chauncey M. Depew resigning from his place 
in the Vanderbilt system and going into poli- 
tics makes his friends smile. They know 
whatthe midsummer gossips apparently do 
not, that Mr. Depew refused offers by Gen. 
Harrison of a place in the Cabinet and of the 
English mission—refusals unique in the his- 


tory of this country. Gen. Harrison believed 
thatthe acceptance by Mr. Depew of the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury would end the 
rivalry between Thomas C. Platt and Warner 
Miller and would satisfy the Republicans of 
this State as nothing else would, and be was 
very anxious that Mr. Depew should accept. 
Mr. Depew refused because he could 
not Fe@oncile it with his notions 
of dutv and gratitude to leave the 
Vandcerbiits, from whose father and grand- 
father he had received such distinguished 
favors. Soofthe English mission, which the 
President asked him to take soon after the 
inauguration. Mr. Depev could not see his 
way clear to leave the Vanderbilts. He was 
an attorney at Peekskill with a small practice 
when Commodore Vanderbilt found him out 
and made him one of the lawyers of the New 
York Central. Sincethen his abilities have 
caused his advancement until his income 
from his earnings—in addition to his invest- 
ments—is about 5125, 000 a year. He is Presi- 
dent of the Central, of the Michigan Southern 
and of other corporations under their control; 
an officer of some sort in all the enter- 
prises and a trustee of many funds and 
estates. In each of his capacities. he receives 
a fine salary, ranging down from his $25,000 
salary as President of the New York Central.

Depew, however, appears to have an under- 
standing with the Vanderbilts that for the 
Presidency of the United States he 
may relinquisn everything and leave 
them.

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 


Some Seasonable Comments on Botanical 
Foods. 


From the Popular Science News. 

Among the infinite variety of forms into 
which the different parts and organs of plants 
are developed, we findsome of onr choicest 
and most valuable fruit products. The leaves 
ofmany plants, like the lettuce, chicory, 
dandelion, parsiey, etc., are largely con 
sumed as salad or cooked as ‘‘greens.’’ In 
celery, we do not eat the leaf, but an abnor- 


mally thickened peticle, or leaf stock, and as 
aragus heads are the young shoots gathered 


efore they develop into branches. It is 
highly necessary tor the  preserva- 
tion of a plant that its seeds should 


be spread widely overthe ground, and we find 
that the fully developed seeds of many plants 
are surrounded by a a? of substances 
attractive and palatabie to animals. In the 
apple and quince, the calyx leaves and recep 
tacle become altered and fleshy, to form the 
edible part of the fruit. The strawberry is 
not a true berry at all, for the fruit is nota 
ripened pistil, but an enlarged and fleshy re- 
ceptacie, or extremity of the flower-stalk, 
thickly dotted over with the minute ripened 
ovaries containing the seed, and usually 
mistaken for the seeds themselven. The fig, 
also, consists of such an erlarged re- 
ceptacie, but it has been, as it were, turned 
inside out and the seed-like ovaries are on 
the inside. A ripened rose-hip shows the 
same structure in a lesser degree. Mulberries 
and pineapples consist of the ripened products 
of many flowers, placed onacommon recept- 
tacle, which is itself a part of the edible mass. 
The gaultheria or checkerberry is not a berry, 
but the thickened calyx of the flower, which 
incloses a dry pod containing the seed. The 
true be is a permanéatily closed, ripened, 
fleshy pistil, inclosing the seeds. Familiar 
examples are the grape, currant and cran- 
berry, as wellas the orange, pumpkin and 
gourd. The peack, en etc., are known as 
druves or stone-fruits, in which the inner 
art of the pericarp or ripene pistil 
s hard and bone-like, inclosing the seed, 
while outside of this is the fleshy edible layer. 
The raspberry and memos gy | are not true 
berries, but are cOmposed of a number of 
little drapes, or drupelets, placed together 
upon an elongated receptacie. In the rasp- 
berry, the drupelets are readily detached 
from the receptacle, but in the blackberry, 
the whole coheres strongly together, and the 
receptacle is eaten with the rest ot the fruit. 
A nut is a stone-fruit, or drupe, in which the 
fleshy partis absent. The true seed is inclosed 
within the shell, forming the edible part. 
There are other plants in which the ripened 


pistil opens at maturity, freeing 
the seeds within. The pea and 
bean are familiar examples. The 


undeveloped seeds of the former delight our 
appetite as green peas, while the unripened 
pistil and seeds of the bean are boiled to- 
gether, and appear as string besns.’’ The 
modifications of roots also furnish many val- 
uable vegetables. Most of these, however, 
are not true roots, but subterranean stems, as 
isshown bythe presence of buds, or scars 
where buds have previously formed and 
dropped off. The so-called roots of ginger 
and sweet flag are merely thickened portions 
of a subterranean stem, called the 
rhizoma, or  root-stock. Tubers, like 
the potato and Jerusalem artichoke (which, 
by the wav, is not an artichoke, and did not 
originate in Jerusalem), are the enlarged buds 
of these subterranean branches, in which a 
large proportion of starch has been deposited. 
Examples of a similar tendency to form 
tubers have been observed in the stems of the 
potato-plant above the ground. A bulb, like 
the onion, is formed by the enlargement of 
the leaves of an underground stem, as shows 
by the scales or layers of which it is composed. 
Solid bulbs, or corms, are not true bulbs, but 
an enlarged underground stem. In the tur- 
nip, beet and radish, the upper partof the 
root itself shares in the enlargement, so that 
these vegetables are of a compound nature. 
The * of these underground enlarge 
ments is, evidently, to lay up a store of 
nourishment for the plant during the succeed: 
ing season. The cauliflower furnishes an ex- 
ample of the use of the undeveloped flowers 
of aplant asan article of food, and in the 
true artichoke the thick, fleshy plant- scales 
are utilized in the same manner. We have 
thus seen that there is hardly any portion of 
a plant which may not de so modified 
as to become food for man. We have 
also seen that the strawberry, raspberry and 
blackberry are not really berries, but that the 
squash and pumpkin are, while the potato, 
onion and flag-root are not true roots. These 
are only a few of the Interesting lessons 
taught by the science of botany—a science not 
only extremely —— in itself, but one 
which requires no expensive apparatus for its 
study, and for which every field, forest and 
roadside freely furnishes a profuse supply of 
material for experiment and study.

THE ART OF SWIMMING, 


one May Learn. 


There is no knack in swimming, says the 
Family Doctor, albeit few of us swim by in- 
stinct. Remember that the one indispensable 
requisite is a confident belief that you cannot 
sink while you keep your hands under water 
and your legs the least in motion. Every per- 
son should know that his or her body is spe- 
cifleally lighter than the water. 


Plain swimming is a perfectly easy and 
simple operation. Keep your hands open, 
with the palms rather concave, and the fin- 
gers close together so that no water can pass 

etween them. Lean with your chest on the 
water, and as you throw your arms foward 

our body will assume a horizontal position 
ust beneath the surface. With slow and steady 
action let the legs follow the motion of the 
arms, or rather act simultaneously with 
them. Then spread the bands so as to de- 
scribe ahaif circle, the elbows coming close 
to the body and the hands to the chest. A few 
yards is all you will accomplish at first. 

Keep up your head in all cases, and if you 
feel any inconvenience by the water entering 

our mouth close your lips and it cannot get 

n. In getting ready for each successive 
stroke draw back your legs by a simultaneous 
motion, keep the feet wide apart with the toes 
well turned ont, and as you send out the arms 
kick the legs backwards and sideways to the 
fullextent, keeping them separate until they 
bave described as wide a elrele as possible, 
the legs closing together at the end of each 
stroke. Press against the water with the sole 
of the foot, and not with the toes, and you 
will make more easy and rapid progress.

HOW TO SEE EUROPE CHEAPLY. | 


What Seme Economical Tourists Have 
Done. 


Every year vacation tourists find that they 
can travel further and cheaper than they ever 
could before; that new attractions for sight- 
seers are constantly being brought within 
reach, and new facilities introduced for reach- 
ing the old sights more pleasantly and 
expeditiousiy. The New York Sun illus- 
trates this with some exampies. A round 


trip to Jerusalem from this country 
used to cost about $1,000. It can now be 
made very comfortably for a little more than 
halfthatsum. Itiscertain thatin the near 
future a railroad will connect Jerusalem with 
the sea, and then the cost of the trip will be 
still further diminished. Many people inmag- 
ine that a trip to India is necessarily very ex- 
pensive. The fact istbat without practicing 
rigid economy an extensive journey may be 
made in the wonderfal peninsula without be- 
ing absent from New York more than 
eleven weeks, and atacost not to exceed 
800. These are the figures given 
by a gentleman who made the trip a year 
ago last winter, and who did not try to do it, 
either, on a severely economical pian. The 
art of making economical excursions to Eu- 
rope is now well understood. Hundreds ef 
the teachers who have gone abroad in parties 
this year do not expect to spend over to 
$300 for trips extending from Scotiand or Lon- 
don to Switzerland an tt ag eight or ten 
weeks. A young man who is blessed with 
stout legs and good health can find a way to 
see a great deal of country at very small ex- 
penes if he has plenty of pluck and determin- 
ation. 
A young gentleman of Brooklyn a while ago 
made a lo-weeks' trip abroad. He had only 
$150 to spend, and his purpose was to travel 
* as far as he could make his money last. 
e first provided himself with a round-trip 
ticket for the cheapest cabin passage he could 
find. Of course he could have economized a 
little further by traveling inthe steerage, but 
he drew the line there. As he was able to 
strike out ata gait of thirty miles a day, 
he walked much of the way between 
London and the Scotch Highlands, going up 
one side of England and down the other. 
Then he trayeled through France to the Alps, 
made his way down the Rhine to Holland, 
and back again to London, where he em- 
barked for home. He spent a week in Lon- 
don and another in Paris, saw the grand 
opera in the French capital for 35 cents, and 


on the trains traveled third -class 
both in Great Britain d on 
the continent. He reached home 


with 11 cents in his pocket and a nice little 
collection of photpbgraphs which he had bought 
out of his meager funds. Perhaps few young 
men would care to econom'ze so closely, but 
this particular traveler enjoyed roughing it, 
had lots of fun, and undoubtedly saw more 
than many people would see who spend ten 
times as much money. His experience shows 
what canbe donein the way of economical 
traveling. 

Joseph Pennell, who rode on his bicycle 
over a considerable part of Europe, says in his 
newspaper articles that his expenses average 
a little less than $1.50 a day. In France, for 
instance, he does not travel like a swell 
tourist who has plenty of money and is anxious 
to sling it around, but he journeys just as 
thrifty French people do when they go away 
from home. verywhere he finds that clean, 
middle-class restaurants are good enough 
for him. At these places, he says, 
he has often found jolly commercial travelers 
who have been glad to give him lists of cheap, 
comfortable hotels from one end of their 
routes to the other. In some towns he finds 
his expenses amount up to 9 francs a day, but 
for weeks atatime he stops at clean, decent 
wayside inns inthe country, where his bill is 
about 4 francs for dinner, lodging and break- 
fast, and in the course of a few weeks he finds 
that his average, instead of exceeding 7 francs 
a day, rather falls below that sum. That 
is the way, he says, that French- 
men do, and that men like Stevenson, 
the famous novelist, have traveled on 
the continent. When Stevenson came to this 
country a few years ago he traveled in the 
second cabin of a Glasgow steamship. Pen- 
neli’s philosophy of traveling cheaply seems 
to be to adapt oneselfas much as possible to 
the habits and customs of people of the mid- 
die class whose country one is visiting. In 
this way he succeeds in combining economy 
and comfort, for his system does not require 
him to constantly stint himself to save a penny 
here and there; but he —＋ such comforts as 
thrifty middle-class people of the continent 
are willing to pay for, and in his opinion they 
are good enough for anybody.

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THE MAYBRICK TRIAL. 

Most readers of the Maybrick trial re- 
ports will agree with Mr. Cuauncey DE- 
pew thatit was the Judge’s earnest and 
powerful plea for a verdict of guilty that 
alone carried the jury over the reason- 
able doubts for which the conflict of 
medical testimony afforded ample 
ground. 

The admitted effect of the Judge’s sum- 
ming up against the accused in this case 
is arousing much feeling in Engiand, and 
puts the working of the English system 
in a rather unfavorable light as com- 
pared with our method of limiting the 
part the Judge may take in a murder 
trial. : 

There, as here, a jury’s verdict of not 
guilty is final. The Judge may scold the 
jury for finding such a verdict, but cannot 
set it aside, and it stands as a valid bar to 
any further prosecution, no matter how 
earnestly the Judge may have sought to 
influence the jury against the accused. 
There, as here, the Judge may set aside 
a verdict against a prisoner and grant 
him a new trial, and even order the jury 
to bring in a verdict of acquittal. But 
here the sole other function of the Judge 
is to explain the law to the jury, enforce 
the proper rules for the admission of evi- 
dence and see that the accused hasa fair 
trial according to law, while in England 
the Judge is permitted and expected to 
sift and weigh the evidence for the jury 
and intimate what the jury ought to be- 
lieve from the evidence before them. 

In this summiug up for or against the 
accused the English judge acts as a pros- 
ecutor or defender of the prisoner and 
with far more authority than any hired 
advocate, because the jury looks up to 
him as a calm, expert and impartial 
guide through the dark and complicated 
mazes of the evidence. As representa- 
tives of the throne all officials over there 
share in the awe-stricken respect paid by 
the people to its majesty. Judges espe- 
cially, not being chosen by the people 
themselves, are regarded by the latter as 
a superior and infallible order of beings. 
The natural consequence is that when the 
English judge turns prosecutor and 
sums up against the acou ed“ the aver- 
age English jury casts away all doubts 
which he does not seem to share and feels 
that it can with a clear conscience bring 
in a verdict of guilty that will satisfy “My 
Lord” on the bench, 

Mrs. MAYBRICK’s letters to her para- 
mour proved her a wicked woman pleased 
at the prospect of her husband’s dying 
soon, but there was no proof that she 
poisoned him, and the verdict against her 
seems to rest entirely upon the Judge’s 
inference from the wickedness revealedin 
her letter to her paramour. So we see 
that the English system gives the Judge 
undue authority as a prosecutor and 
makes him often the dictator of the 
verdict, while shifting the responsibility 
for ita harshness or injustice to the shoul- 
ders of the jury.

Ir is strange indeed that the certificate of 

burial issued by a notorious criminal prac- 
titioner should be accepted at the Health 
Department without investigation It is 
stranger still that a certificate from such a 
physician should be taken when it was 
ofa kind which would not be deemed satis- 
factory from a reputable physician. And 
yet this seems to be the situation in the 
case of the death of EMMa SIEGEL, which 
is surrounded by suspicious circum- 
stances. To cap it all,the body was em- 
balmed almost immediately after death, 
and investigation was checked at once. 
When such things can happen,there must 
be something radically wrong with the 
methods of the Health Department.

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INSPECTION OF GRAIN.| 


COURSE TO BE PURSUED BY THE INSPEC- 
TION AND RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


Jasper N. Burks Appointed State Grain In- 
spector—A Large Force of Deputies to 
Be Employed in St. Louis—Probable Ap- 
pointments—The Board Consults With 
the Elevator Owners. 


HEN the Balilroad 

Commission met the 

office of Grain In- 

spector was given to 

; Jasper N. Burks of 

Farmington, Mo., as 

announced in yester- 

day’s Post-DIsPaTcH. 

The salary of the office 

is to be $3,000 a year, 

and the Inspector will 

be required to give a 

bond of $50,000 for the 

faithful performance 

of his duties. He is 

responsible not only 

for himself, but also for the deputies ap- 

pointed by him. The nominations rest with 

the Inspector, but must be approved by the 

Railroad Commission before the deputies 

can enter upon their duties. The 

jurisdiction of Inspector Burks extends 

Over the entire State, and a large number of 

deputies, exactly how many cannot yet be de- 
termined, will be employed by him. 

The great bulk of the business will, howev- 

er, be concentrated In St. Louis, and the cen- 

tral office will be established in this city. All 


contracts for printing and supplies of all 
kinds will be let in this city, and will amount 
to a considerable sum every year. 

RULES TO BE ADOPTED. 

This morning the Railroad Commissioners 
went into session at 100’clock. The Illinois 
inspection law was discussed and, while it was 
decided to adopt several of its features, it was 
unanimously agreed that the rules and regu- 
lations in force in this city were decidedly 
superior, and no changes of any moment will 
be made. Ths Chicago style of forms,receipts 
and book-keeping will probably 
adopted, as the commissioners who 
visited that city for the purpose of 
P information concerning the manner 
n which the grain inspection was conducted 
are favorably inclined to the methods there 
prevalent. Chairman Downing stated tnat 
one of the 1 ae aims both of the commis- 
sioners and inspectors would be to so conduct 
their business as to cause the last possible 
friction, and the co-operation of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange was earnestiy desired, 
while every possibie pains consistent with the 
duties of the commissioners and the inspector 
would be taken to act in _ accord 
with the elevator men and grain 
dealers. Mr. Burks will visit Chicago to 
study the system prevalent in that city and. 
will open his office in St. Louis during the 
early part of September. 

A LARGE FORCE OF DEPUTIES. 

The question of securing offices for the force 
to be employed by the Inspector came up bo- 
fore the commission. Anumber of real estate 
agents offered such quarters as they deemed 
suitable, but no decision was arrived at. The 
meeting adjourned forthe morning at 11:30, 
the members making a visit tothe various 
elevators to acquaint themselves with 
the local situation and gather such 
information as might be required. All stated 
that every effort would be made to act in 
unison with the St. Louls elevators and grain 
dealers. The plans advocated by them gen- 
erally met with the approval of the commis- 
sion and the Grain Inspector, and Chairman 
Downing said that there appeared to be 
scarcely a possibility of any serious dissatis- 
faction arising. 

PROBABLE APPOINTMENTS. 

The appointments of deputy inspectors is 
watched with great interest by the 
St. Louis grain dealers. About 
deputies will de nee in 
city, and the entire force will about sixty 
strong. Fifteen will find employment in 
Kansas City, and a considerable force will be 
stationed at St. Joseph. It was reported on 
the street that J. O’Shea of Union County 
was to recelve the appointment of assistant 
chief grain inspector. The names of Frank 
Washington and Edward Robinson were also 
mentioned, and they will in all probability 
occup positions on oa 
as eputy inspectors. the lat- 
ter gentiemen are well known in St. 
Louis as grain experts, and their 
appointment would give great satisfaction to 
many members ofthe Merchants“ Exchange, 
Mr. Robinson isnot a member of the Ex- 
change and does not live in St. Louis, being a 
resident of Kirkwood. Heis at the head of 
the present Board of Grain Judges. Mr. 
Washington is said to be equally qualified for 
the office for which he is mentioned. No ap- 
pointments can be made until the names pro- 
posed by the Grain Inspector have been ap- 
proved by the commissioners. 
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BADLY SHOCKED. 


An Electric Railway Superintendent Has a 
Thrilling Fxperience. 


STEUBENVILLE, O., August 9.—A. G. Davids, 
Superintendent of the Steubenville Electric 
Railway, had an experience yesterday with a 
direct Edison current which should be an ar- 
gument for the opponents of the proposed ex- 
ecution of criminals by electricity. The elec- 


tric rall way is provided with tne Sprague . 
tem of motors, the power being furnished by 
an Edison machine of 900 voltage. The trolley 
wire broke and ore end fell to the street. 
Theelectrician being absent Davids under- 
took to repair the damage himself by using 
insulated tools. The pliers were dull and 
he had some difficulty in cutting 
the wire, but suddenly it parted and he re- 
ceived the full force of the 900 volt current. It 
knocked him to the ground and rendered him 
unconscious.

A GIGANTIC SCHEME, 


The Sugar Trust’s Plan to Control the Prod- 
uct of the World, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., August 9.—Reports are 
in circulation here that the Sugar Trust bas 
about completed negotiations with an English- 
German syndicate to get the sugar markets of 
the world under one supreme control. The 
plan contemplates bonding for a short term 
all the principal plantations of Cuba, the Phil- 
lipine Islands, Java and Mauritius, which 
would place the main sources of the raw sup- 


ply under the controlof the syndicate. The 
surplus stocks of unrefined beet sugars of 
Germany and France are to be accumulated in

REJECTED THEM AGAIN. 


THE PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT BOARD AGAIN 
REFUSES TO MAKE GRAVEL CONTRACTS, 


The Prices Too High—A Histery of the 
Trouble—The Adjournment Question in 
the Municipal Assembly — Changing 
Quarters at City Hali—Rearrangement 
of Offices in the Street Department. 


HE Board of Public 
Improvements met 
thie morning at 11 
o’clock and disposed 
of several matters 
connected with the 
departments. The 
gravel contracts, 
under which 
gravel was to 
be supplied to the 
Street Department 
for the next year, 
were again rejected because the prices bid 
were too high. This is the second time this 
year that the bids have been received and re- 
jected and both times did the board decide to 
reject them because the prices were too high. 
In June of this year the bids were 
first received, there being only two bidders, 
Selma Watson and C. Morschel and their bids 
were such as to put the awarding of the con- 
tracts out of the question. 

Since that time Street Commissioner Burnet 
has been looking into the matter and talking 
the thing up with outside gravel men with a 
view to exciting a little competition and 
bringing the prices down to a reasonable 
figure. 

The lowest bidders on the last award were 
Selma Watson, ©. Morschel and the Pacific 
Red Gravel Co., and after carefully going over 
the prices the committee of the board to 
whom the matter was referred recommended 
the rejection ot all the bids except two to the 
Pacific Co., which were fairly reasonable. The 
differences in the bids can be seen by refer- 
ence to the following figures from the records 
of the Street Department:

Last year there were only four disticts, since 
then the city was redistricted into six divi- 
sions, but as the bids are made at so much per 
square the change in the districts makes but 
little difference of the price. 

The bids will be advertised for again. A 
communication was received from 
Board of Health condemning the water 
closets and fixtures on the ground 
floor of the City Hall as nuisances and order- 
ing the board to remove and replace them as 
soonas possible. The report stated that these 
places were infested with vermin and were 
unfit for the use of decent people. 

Street Commissioner Burnet submitted the 
following letcer which will be signed by Pres- 
ident Fiad and sent to the contractors for the 
People’s Railway cable: 
‘*Mesers. Wright, Mysenberg g Co., Engineers and 

Superintendent People’s Ay : 

**] peg leave to inform you that 
up the streets where you have built 22 cable 
road it will be necess to sweep the granite 
pavements, so as to hand said pavements 
over to the care of our street-sweeping con- 
tractor in the same condition that they were 
in 34 began work. Fourth street from 
St. Ch sto Market street should be swept 
at once. 

The monthly and weekly reports of the 
Superintendent of the Work- house were sub- 
mitted and approved.

EMMA SIEGEL’S DEATH. 


ONE GOOD RESULT THAT MAY COME FROM 
THE INVESTIGATION. 


A More Careful Inspection of Death Certifi- 
cates a Necessity—Free Inquiry Into 
Deaths Reported by Disreputable Physi- 
cians—A Hope Dispelled—Dr. Frank on 
the Effects of Embalming Fluids. 


TIS by no means cer- 
tain that Emma Siegel, 
the once famous dancer 
at the Theater Comique, 
was murdered. Yet 
there are facts sur- 
rounding the case that 
breed suspicion inthe 
minds of all who inves- 
tigate the case. These

— day, but, as was then 
stated, further progress toward ascertaining 
the true cause of death was obstructed by the 
embalming of the body. The corrosive fluid 
had obliterated all evidence of 
disease and of any operation that 
had been performed. It would be impossible 
upon an examination of the body to secure 
evidence of malpractice or poisoning that 
could be presented toajury. Without such 
evidence no one could be convicted of causing 
the woman’s death. 

But obstructed as the investigation has been, 
and permanently closed as it is, it may have 

ONE GOOD RESULT: 
the refusal of J. L. Fitzporter’s death certifi- 
cates by the Board of Health, or st least a 
careful inquiry into ali the cases he reports. 
The former course would be for the best inter- 
ests of the public. 

He is a man without character—in his pri- 
vate or professional capacity. A man who 
has been eobharged with more crimes 
than he can remember, and who has 
been before the courts of the city to answer 
charges more often than the oldest patron of 
the Work-house. He has won the condemna- 
tion of every reputable physician in the city. 
He is an outcast from all decent society, and 
is outside penitentiary walls only because he 
has been able to remove witnesses from the 
reach of local courts.

RECOGNIZED AS A PHYSICIAN

certificates, which carry with them presump- 
tion of crime, are accepted without inquiry 
by a representative of t board. When he 
chooses to certify to a ath from ‘‘insuffi- 
ciency of the heart’’ the phrase is accepted as 
describing a cause of death. 

A great mistake was made in the approval 
of Emma Siegel’s death certificate; but that 
mistake will be condoned ifin the future all 
certificates coming from the same source are 
referred to the Coroner for investigation.

Fitzporter’s 3 visited Miss Siegel at 
various times and was known to the ser- 
vants at her house as Mr. Siegel.“

THE PROGRESS OF SPORT. 


The Great Changes iu Base Ball and Racing 
and What May Be Expected. 


The present is a great age, and this fact is 
exemplified in sport as wellas in anything 
else. What changes base ball and racing have 
undergone in the last ten years! Both have 
been modified with a view to makethem har- 
monize with the advanced ideas in other 
things until both have been radically changed. 
Whether they have improved is a question 
that will admit ot argument. Take base ball, 
for instance. There are no games played now 


like there used to be, or if, perchance, a 
game, that recalls to the memory the sport as 
it was in former years is played it is recorded 
as an unusual contest. The rules have been 
changed year by year withaview to making 
the game more a game of skill, and the game 
with fun isathing of the past. In former 
days the pitcber was hardly a more important 
player than any other on theteam. Then 
there was a change. The pitcher became the 
Important player. Everything centered on 
his ability, the rules 

time having been 

purpose of giving 

box a greater opportunity of distinguishing 
hhuself. The result was that instead of hav- 
ing games which gave allthe players almost 
equal opportunities, the people went to wit- 
ness pitchers’ battles. he rest of the players 
became mere automatons. The pitcher was 
the kingpin. Instead of going to see eighteen 
men play ball, the crowds saw frequently only 
an exhibition of two pitchers’ skill. The 
scores became closer and probably the game 
more interesting to some. That 
there are age 4 to whom it 
was less enjoyable, however, there is no 
question. But everything else was advancing 
rapidly and the national game must keep pave 
with the improvement in other things. But 
what was the result of the change in the 
game? The pitchers, who formerlyzlasted as 
long as any other players on the team, lost 
their usefulness ina few seasons. Many of 
them did not last through a season. The 
country was full of exploded phenomenons. 
This year itis worse thanever. There never 
bas been more talk about pitchers than 
this season, and the clubs in the League and 
American Association have probably em- 
ployed more pitchers than during any former 
year. Itisall due to the importance which 
is placed in this player's work. ‘To win suc- 
cess a pitcher must now either have the 
power of a catapult ora wonderfully decep- 
tive delivery. This is the reason thatso many 
fail, and that clubs are always hiring and on 
the lookout for men to fill the pitcher's posi- 
tion. The strain has become so great on 
then that it is a common practice now to pitch 
one man only a part of a game and then sub- 
stitute another. At this rate of progression it 
might be expected in afew years to see a new 
pitcher put in the box every inning. But this 
is improbable only for the reason that it would 
be too expensive. It is more likely that some 
day the services of pitchers will be entirely 
dispensed with and the balis sent over the 
piate by some sort of a machine which will be 
able to curve the sphere in all sorts of fantas- 
tic shapes. 

In racing there it has been just as notable an 
advancement, it it can beso called, as there 
bas been in base ball. Horses are no longer 
trained forfour, or three mile races. It is 
seldom that a race of two and one-half miles, 
or even two miles is run. In fact, any dis- 
tance over a mile, except the race be a Derby 
orsome stake event, is not popular. The 
long races are too slow for the public now- 
adays. When they bet on races, they desire, 
as in any venture, to get a quick 
return for their money. Four or five 
minutes is too long, and consequently feats of 
endurance by thoroughbreds and real judg- 
ment by jockeys are reminiscences. The fast 
fraternity of the present age has no use for 
either. The kind of race which is most popu- 
lar to-day is one in which the words ‘‘they’re 
oH!“ is followed by a long breath and then 
the shout that somebody wins. The only 
science left to the riders in races now-a-days 
is to be able to get off well, and that, 
more properly speaking requires but 
dare deviltry, -and not judgment. 
Refer to Thursday’s programme at Saratoga 
as an illustration of what has been said. 
There were five races on the card for the day. 
The first was a e dash, and the re- 
maining four races were all three-quarters of 
amile in distance. The effect of this kind of 
racing—and it is apparent even now—is that 
thoroughbreds are not gifted with the strength 
of their ancestors; that each succeeding lot 
of yearlings are less capable of endurance 
than those which were bred before. In con- 
sequence it may be that in the future a quar- 
ter of a mile, and even a furlong, will become 
popular distances.

WHERE GEN. LYON DIED. 


THE BATTLE OF WILSON CREEK, FOUGHT 
TWENTY-EIGHT YEARS AGO. 


E. V. Mitchell’s Recollections of the Famous 
Contest—An Assault on Springfield De- 
layed by a Shower—Distribution of Gold 
Pieces Among the Federal Soldiers— 
Finds on the Battle-Field. 


O-MORROW is 

the twenty- 

eighth anni- 
versary of the battle 
of Wilson Creek, 
fought August 10, 
1861. In some re- 
spects this battle has 
been compared to the 
battle of Oriscany, 
one of the hardest 
fought battles of the revolutionary war. 

It is generally known that on the night of 
August 9 Gen. Lyon marched against the Con- 
federate camp. Ihe commander of the Con- 
federate forces resolved to attack Springfield, 
but some incidents connected with the events 
of that exciting night pre not so well known. 

In a recent talk with EK. T. Mitchell, who 
served on that occasion as Adjutant-General 
of the Missouri troops, and who was in the 
city the other day as one of the curators of 
the State University, some interesting partic- 
ulars were obtained that may be new to many. 
He says that 
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BEN M’CULLOCH, 

on whom devolved the command (Gen. Ster- 
ling Price having relinquished it in his favor) 
decided to move at dark on Springfield in four 
divisions, McCulloch himself to command the 
first column and commence the attack on 
South street; Price to have the second column 
and attack on College street; J. H. McBride 
with the third column to advance on 
St. Louls street, while McIntosh at the 
head of the fourth column was to 
open the attack on Boonville street. 
The plan was to make the attack simulta- 
neously on four sides of the town at daybreak. 
The ammunition was distributed and the men 
were in line to start for Springfield, when 
the movement was delayed till9 o’clock p. 
m. on account of athreatened shower. At9 
o’clock the order tomarch was again counter- 
manded and the order given to march at ll p. 
m. At Illo clock the order was again counter- 
manded and the march postponed on account 
ofthe weather. Mr. Mitchell was at McCul- 
loch’s headquarters when the zeal of some
